MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) - 


Seven white persons were 
burned early today when three 
homemade 
firebombs 
were 


tossed into a tavern as racial 
violence continued in Memphis, 
police said. 


Police said the bombs ex- 


ploded in the Red lantern 
Lounge hours after a 3-year-old 
Negro boy had been struck and 
killed by a police cruiser en 
route to another firebombing. 


It was the third successive 


night of violence, disorder and 
vandalism which followed the 
death a week ago of a black 
teen-ager who had been ar- 
rested after a police chase. The 
district attorney has ruled his 
death a homicide. 


Officials said five of the sev- 


en remained hospitalized. 


Police inspector John Barger 


said he was uncertain whether 
the firebombing of the tavern 
was related to the death of 
Robert Reed Jr., 3. 


Barger said some witnesses 


told police the persons who 
threw the bombs were white. 
But other witnesses said they 
were black, police said. 


Barger said the Reed boy 


was killed when a police car 
answering an emergency call 
turned a corner and the child 
darted into its path. 


The boy's aunt, Mrs. Mary 


Washington, said she had just 
picked him up at the home of 
relatives to return him to his 
parents.

Took Step 
Backwards 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's economy slowed in UK 
July-September quarter, with 
output rising at a 3 per cent an- 
nual rate, the Commerce De- 
partment said today. 


Gross National Product, mar- 


ket value of the nation's pro- 
duction of goods and services, 
increased by $16 billion during 
the third quarter, but only half 
of the estimated 6 per cent 
growth was in terms of noninl- 
teted dollars. 


But 
while the 
economy's 


growth rate slowed, the rate of 
inflation as measured by GNP 
also slackened, dropping to 3.3 
per cent, the lowest this year. 


In the second quarter, in- 


flation rose at a 4 per cent rate 
of increase and the economy 
grew by 4.75 per cent in terms of 
noninflated dollars. 


The department blamed the 


economic slowdown on what it 
called the "correction of steel 
inventories." 


This meant that steel in- 


ventories, which ballooned in 
the early part of the year as a 
hedge against a possible strike, 
declined sharply in the third

biggest drop in food prices in 
four^ars sharply slowed Sep- 
tember's over-all rise of living 
costs in the first full month of 
President 
Nixon's freeze on 


prices and wages, the govern- 
ment said today. 


Grocery prices fell one per 


cent and the decline in automo- 
bile prices also helped to hold 
down last month's consumer 
price average, said the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. 


The government's Consumer 


Price Index, measuring prices 
of 
food, 
clothing, 
housing, 


transportation, 
medical 
care 


and recreation, averaged two- 
tenths of one per cent higher— 
about half the average monthly 
rise so far this year—the bu- 
reau said. 


The reports included some 


price hikes from before the 
freeze, which began Aug. 15, 
and the exact effect of the 
freeze on over-all living prices 
could not be precisely meas- 
ured, the report said. 


The rise brought the price in- 


dex up to 122.4 in September, 
meaning 
it took $12.24 last 


month for every $10 worth of 
typical family purchases in the 
base period four years ago. 


The bureau also reported that 


average 
weekly earnings of 


some 45 million rank-and-file 
workers dropped 27 cents to 
$128.76 because of shorter aver- 
age work week.

GLASGOW, Scotland (AP) - 


Howling gales hampered rescue 
workers today as they worked 
through wreckage of the shop- 
ping center where a gas ex- 
plosion Thursday killed at least 
12 persons. 


"We're not sure how many 


are still missing, but there are 
four or five who cannot be ac- 
counted for," said Asst. Fire 
Chief Robert Campbell. 


Police said another 59 per- 


sons were injured by the mid- 
afternoon blast, many of them 
seriously. Most of the victims 
were women. 


Ronald Parker, chairman of 


the Scottish Gas board, said it 
was the "worst gas accident 
ever in Scotland. At this stage 
we just don't know what hap- 
pened." 


The government ordered an 


investigation. 


Workmen had been trying for 


two days to locate a gas leak 
reported 
by residents 
along 


Busby Street, in the prosperous 
Clarkston Toll district of Glas- 
gow, 
Scotland's 
commercial 


center. Thursday was pay day 
for many in the city, and Busby 
Street, where the shopping cen- 
ter was built six years ago, was 
at its busiest when the gas ex- 
ploded. It destroyed 15 one-sto- 
ry shops. 


Doctors, nurses, police, fire- 


men and 40 ambulances rushed 
to the scene. Police 
ordered 


complete quiet so they could 
find persons trapped 
beneath 


the rubble. For five minutes 
nothing was heard but the cries 
of the injured and buried. 


A bttle girl, her tattered doll 


in her arms, found her mother 
half under the wreckage. Be- 
fore rescuers could reach her, 
the woman was dead. 


One man died walking his 


dog Another was decapitated. 
Four women in the middle of 
the road were tossed onto the 
sidewalk 
but 
survived.

Criminal Law 
Is Expected

Supreme Court could be ex- 
pected to take a harder stand 
on criminal law if Ixnvis F. 
Powell Jr. and William H. Reh- 
nquist are confirmed to take 
the seats vacated by Hugo L. 
Black and John M. Harlan. 


President Nixon, in announc- 


ing 
their 
nominations, 
de- 


scribed Powell and Rehnquist 
as judicial conservatives and 
indicated he hopes they will 
redress "the balance of power" 
within society back toward "the 
peace forces." 


This is "law-and-order" talk. 


Their records and background 
indicate that both the soft-spo- 
ken, aristocratic Powell and the 
younger 
Rehnquist are 
apt 


choices of an administration with 
that aim in mind. 


Powell is close politically to 


Sen. Harry F. Byrd, D-Va., Reh- 
nquist to Sen. Barry Goldwater. 
R-Ariz., and Deputy Atty. Gen. 
Richard G. Kleindienst. Gold- 
water and Byrd. to a lesser ex- 
tent, are virtual folk-heroes to 
conservatives. 
Kleindienst is 


one of the toughest law-and-or- 
der exponents in the Justice 
Department. 


Neither Powell nor Rehnquist 


has been a judge, so there are 
no rulings 
and 
opinions to 


probe for insights into their 
philosophies. The best sources, 
then, would appear to be what 
they have said and written. 


Powell, a 64-year-old Virgi- 


nian, said in 1965 as he stepped 
down as president of the Amer- 
ican Bar Association: "The key 
problem is one of 
balance. 


While the safeguards of a fair 
trial must surely be preserved, 
the right of society in general 
and of each individual in par- 
ticular to be protected from 
crime must never be subordi- 
nated to other rights."

lating to the nation's defense, 
the Air Force said.

Dear Helen: 


I am the mother of an 11-year- 


old girl who is an honor student 
and has won several awards. She 
is mature for her age, yet I must 
treat her as I would a five-year- 
old. Here's why: 


The home we lived in for the 


past seven years has been taken 
by Urban Renewal, and we've 
been moved to a really terrible 
district. In the month we've been 
here, there has been five rapes, 
and one resulted in the death of a 
ten-year-old girl. Another victim 
is still in the hospital. 


My daughter resents it when I 


insist on walking with her almost 
everywhere, especially in the 
evening, and taking her up and 
down on those frightening 
elevators -we're on the tenth 
floor. 


I can't keep her locked up in 


our apartment, and I'm wearing 
myself—and her—out with all 
this protection. Her father is long 
gone. 


We're on a list for a village 


apartment, but it may take 
years. Meanwhile, we fight off 
rats—and the human kind are 
worst.

On Arkansas' schedule, Tulsa 


and North Texas State are 
looked upon as breathers. The 
fans speculate on the margin 
of victory instead of the winner. 
Tulsa may have changed that. 


Broyles says it is difficult to 


tell if the ninth-ranked Razor- 
backs have stopped savoring 
the victory over Texas. "The 
offense is just kind of stumb- 
ling around," he said. 


North Texas State lost to 


Brigham Young, Weber State, 
New Mexico State and Akron be- 
fore upsetting Louisville 20-17 
last week. 


"They beat a good football 


team," 
Broyles said. 
"The 


game is getting close and I'm 
getting scared." 


Arkansas and North Texas 


have not played since 1968 
when Broyles' 9-1 team beat 
the Eagles' 8-2 team 17-15 at 
Little Rock. 


The Razorbacks, with Joe 


Ferguson doing the throwing, 
are certain to test the Eagles' 
highly 
rated 
pass 
defense. 


North Texas State has permit- 
ted only 68.2 yards a game 
passing, third best in the na- 
tion, and has not allowed a 
touchdown pass. 


Ferguson, who completed 14 


of 24 for 249 yards and three 
touchdowns against Texas, is 
the leading passer in the South- 
west Conference. He has com- 
pleted 60 per cent of his passes 
for 1,237 yards and nine touch- 
downs. 


Ferguson's favorite target is 


wide receiver Mike Reppond, 
who has 
caught 30 for 581 


yards, an average of 19.4 yards 
a catch.
